It was 123 years ago today 


that the first known Ameri- 
can to bear the name John 
Dixon settled with his family 
on the banks of the Rock 
river at a location which to- 
day bears his name, Dixon, 
Illinois. 


Th« fabulous story of the New 


York City clothing merchant who 
was destined to become the father 
of the city of Dixon is almost 
legendary. 


John Dixon's story includes his 


acquaintance with Robert Fulton, 
reputed as the inventor of the first 
•team-driven vessel, and his part 
as one of the persons who took 
pasflag* on the Claremont on its 
first trial run. 


Dixon to Raid to have paid 


Fulton one dollar for his fare. 
The payment is considered by 
•ome to b« the first money paid 
by anyone- for transportation as 
a paMenger on a steam driven 
ve*sel.

Probably 
world-famous 
poets 


William Cullen Bryant and Ralph 
Waldo Emerson were best able to 
describe Dixon and the commu- 
nity he established, in two short 
literary excerpts. 


Emerson gave his impressions of 


tht founder of this ctiy in 1856, as 
it recorded in Emerson's journals. 
Bryant described the city and Rock 
River Valley in a letter written in 
1841.

Of John Dixon. Emerson said: 
"In Dixon I talked with Mr. Dix- 


on. the pioneer founder of the city. 
His full-length portrait was hang- 
ing in the town hall where we 
were. 


"H«B ta 80 year* old and a great 


favorite with the people. His 
family have all died, but some 
grandchildren remain. 


"He, who has made «o many 


rich, in a poor man. which, it 
neems, is a common fortune 
here; Suiter, the California dis- 
coverer of gold, in poor. 


"It looks a* if he must have a 


talent for misfortune, to mm fto 
many 
opportunities, 
an these 


men who have owned the whole 
township and not saved a compe- 
tence. 


"He In a correct, quiet man; 


wa* first a tailor, then a stage 
owner, and mail agent, etc."

The excerpt above gives one of 


the few intimate glimpses of John 
Dixon through the eyes of a man 
renouned for descriptive wiiting. 


Bryant, famed for his use of the 


pen, wrote of the community of 
Dixon while at Princeton, 111. 


An extract from his letter writ- 


ten June 21, isii, states: 


"I have just returned from an 


excursion to Rock river, one of the 
most 
beautiful 
of our 
western 


streams . . . 


"Dixon. named 
after 
an old 


settler still living, is a country 
town situated on a high bank on 
Rock river. Five years ago, two 
cabins only stood on the solitary 
shoie and now it is a considerable 
village, with many neat dwellings, 
a commodious court house, several 
places of worship for the good peo- 
ple, and a jail for the rogues, built 
with a triple wall of massive logs, 
but I was glad to see that it had 
no inmates . . .

"In the neighborhood of Dixon, a 


class of emigrants have establish- 
ed themselves, more opulent and 
moie luxurious in their tastes than 
most of the settlers of the western 
country. 


"Sonic »f the%e have built ele- 


gant homo* on lhr> left hank of 
Rock river, amidst the, noble 
lree« which seem lo have grown 
for lliat pur|io«e. Indeed when I 
looUed nt them I could hardly 
|>er«made mywlf that they had 
not been planted to shadow older 
habitation)*. 
"From the door of one of these 


dwellings I surveyed a prospect of 
exceeding beauty. The, windings of 
I he river allowed us a view of its 
waters and of its beautiful diversi- 
fied banks, lo a great distance

Krebiozen Backers May Be 
Called in Probe Windup 


CHICAGO—I(T>—Two of the principals in the controversy over the 


drug Krebjozen may be summoned to testify today before the legisla- 
tive committee investigating the dispute. 


They are Dr. Stevan 
Durovic, 


former Yugoslav physician who 
discovered Krebiozen. and Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy, one of the leading 
defenders of the controversial can- 
cer drug. 


The investigation by the special 


committee of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture stemmed from the dispute be- 
tween Dr. Ivy, vice president of 
th« University of Illinois, and uni- 
versity officials who last Novem- 
ber banned further research of the 
drug. 


Wind-up Today 


The committee, expected to wind 


up its present three-day hearing 
today, is seeking 
to 
determine 


whether 
the 
university officials 


were justified in halting further 
research. It also is trying to find 
out if research was hampered by 
a commercial conspiracy seeking 
distribution rights to the drug.

they received Krebiozen appeared 
before ^he committee Friday. How- 
ever, they were not questioned. 


Tell of "Cure" 


Only one of the patients, Gary

ant professor of surgery' at the 
University of Illinois, said Gary 
left Mayo clinic with a cancer in 
the abdomen described as too far 
advanced to be removed by sur- 
gery. He said the boy's cancer 
shrank after he received Krcbiozcn 
and that no cancer was detectable 


I an examination two weeks ago. 
Dr. William F. Phillips, a general 


practitioner of Chicago, presented 
five cancer victims-all women— 
and gave their history, including 
their reaction to Krebio7.cn treat- 
ments which he said was good. He ready next week. 


said the patients had improved un- 
der Krebiozen, or that "Krebio7.en 
aided in maintaining their lives." 


Dr. Pick, in testimony, quoted 


Dr. Paul Wermer, secretary of the 
American M e d i c a l Association 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemis- 
try, as saying he probably would 
recommend Krebiozen if his mother 
had cancer. 


Draws Critical Report 


Dr. Pick said Wermer'g state- 


ment was made to him in 1951 
while Wermer was helping draw 
up a critical AMA report describ- 
ing Krebio7.en as having no bene- 
ficial effect in 100 cases tested. 


Dr. Josiah J. Moore, AMA treas- 


urer, was accused by a witness on 
Thursday as plotting against Dr. 
Durovic and his brother. Marko, 
an attorney, in an effort to force 
them to surrender Krebior.en dis- 
tribution rights to two Chicago in- 
dustrialists. Moore has not yet ap- 
peared before the committee but 
is to be called.

'or murder, and John Johnson, 
serving a 1« trv 15 year sentence 
or three sex offenses. Both were 
rr»m Chicago. 
The victims were found in the 


northwest corner of the basement. 
Their clothing was partially burn- 
ed, Indicating they were overcome 
ay smoke. 


Warden Joseph L. Ragen placed 
he damage estimate at $50.000. 


A dozen men trapped in the base- 


ment were rescued by other con- 
viols who broke a hole in the first 
floor to free them. 


The entire prison population of 


2,860 wai kept on edge mort trinn 


five hours with the fear the blaze 
might touch off a carload of naph- 
tha, paint thinner and lacquer in a 
thick-walled locker of the factory 
basement. 


Most of the convicts weie locked 


in their cells during the emergen- 
cy. 


Warden Joseph L. Ragrn compli- 


mented the prisoners for being 
cool and calm and particularly 
p r a i s e d 
inmate 
firemen who 


worked side by xidc with firefight- 
ers of two cities. 


The blaze stinted in a storeroom 


for paper and furniture paits in 
Ihfi basement. It was fnnned by a 
30-mile west wind which hampered 
ih» firemen from Lockporl and 
Joliei.

STILLWATER, Minn.— 


— Rioting Stillwater prisoners 
smashed windows and set 
small fires in their cell blocks 
today as violence flared after 
five days of discontent within 
the gray prison walls. 


All of the convicts were locked 


in their cells when violence broke 
out. 


Guards told newsmen they'think 


one long-term convict is armed 
with a pistol. 


Acting Warden Carl Jackson said 


a wave of "growing arrogance" 
was sweeping 
through the 1,000 


convicts. 


All of the prisoners were locked 


in their cells earlier this morning 
when prison o f f i c i a l s learned 
through the "grapevine" that the 
convicts were planning their third 
aitdown strike since Tuesday. 


The prisoners refused to work 


Tuesday and Wednesday, demand- 
ing the ouster of the prison chef. 
They claimed liver patt'ies served 
to them at their Tuesday noon 
meal were "green and rotten." 
The chef was transferred to an- 
other state institution Wednesday.

Allies, Reds Sign 
Historic Document 
After Short Parley 


MUNSAN—(/P)—The Allies 


and Communists today signed 
an historic agreement for the 
first formal 'exchange of dis- 
abled captives of the Korean 
War and the Reds pressed im- 
patiently for a quick renewal 
of the full-scale armistice ne- 
gotiations. 


The Communists agreed to re- 


turn 600 sick and wounded prison- 
ers including 120 Americans and 
the Allies pledged to give up 5,800 
North Koreans and Chinese. 


The first of these may begin the 


journey home as early as next 
Wednesday. 


May Pave Way 


The agreement may have,paved 


the way for armistice in Korea. 
The truce talki have been dead- 
locked for a year and suspended 
since Oct. 8 over the last big Issue 
of exchanging war prisoners. Th« 
Reds had insisted on the return of 
all their captured soldiers. 
The 


Allies refused to return anyone to 
Communist rule against his will. 


North Korean Maj. Gen. Lea 


Sang Cho told the Allied liaison 
team: 


"Our side considers 
that 
th« 


plenary session of the delegations 
of both sides should be resumed 
immediately to discuss and settle 
the entire question of prisoners of 
war so as to realize an armistic* 
in Korea." 


U. S. Rear Adm. John C. Daniel 


said the U. N. Command in Tokyo 
would give an answer.

said the truce talks can be re- 
sumed after settlement of the dis- 
abled prisoner exchange.

war in Korea.

chance for a hitch to develop but 
suggested that, more than ever, it

hidden enemies of peace in Korea 
are using extraneous means to 
prolong the conflict.

"total failure" for any Western ef- 
fort to tie in the questions of In- 
do China and Korea territorial di- 
vision with the prisoner negotia- 
tions.

Family Formation Drop Worries Builders 


How much longer can horn* 


building keep up its present pace? 
In »pite of universal predictions of 
another good year in 1953. the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 
reports that builders are getting 
apprehensive about the future. 


Although 


' starts are 


this year's 
housing 


expected 
to top on* 


million for the fifth year in a 
row, there is growing; 
concern 


among builders that the market 
for new homes is ncaring its sat- 
uration point. 


The chief* reason for thin fear Is 


the big drop in family formation 
—a major source of housing de 
mand. 
According to the bank, 


there just aren't as many young 
couples setting up 
housekeeping 


as a few years ago. 


The number of newly married 


couples, the bank points out, in 
its monthly review, has declined 
from a high of one million in 1948 
to a probable 400,000 next year. 


Taking a more cheerful view, 


however, the bank observes that 
a decrease in family formation 
may not bring a sharp drop in 
home building. The drop could be 
postponed or offset by the substi- 
tution of new housing for old. as 
many families improve their hous- 
ing standards. 


A large unmber of families, the 


bank states, are currently eager to 
replace their dwellings. High levels 
of employment and income, plus 
the inadequate size and condi- 
tion of many unit? are back of 
this desire to invest in better 
housing. 


From 1940 to 1950 the number of 


couples setting up housekeeping 
far exceeded the number of homes 
built. Most of this "excess" de- 
^and for housing was met by 
'converted apartments, 
marginal 


units, such as trailers or tourist 
cabins, 
and 
temporary 
public 


housing. 


Also important in spurring fam- 


ilies on to replace their housing. 
the bank nays, is the present num- 
ber of run-down and 
neglected 


units. 
Nearly two and one-half 


million city dwellings were re- 
ported "dilapidated" but still in 
use in 1950. 


The recent trend toward larger 


families, too. has served to bol- 
ster the desire for mare adequate 
quarters. 


But desire for better housing 


alone won't ring up sales for the 
home builder, the Reserve bank 
points out. 
At least three other 


things are needed : 


(1) Potential buyers must have 


the means to pay. This requires 
both continued high levels of em- 
ployment and income.

(3) Home builders must be ag-

Here's What Causes Pain to Fail 


Perhaps nothing distresses a 


homeowner more than to see the 
paint in and on his home failing. 
Especially so when the paint repre- 
senta a labor of love and more 
than a little bit of cash. 


This is borne out by letters from 


readers of this column. Disturbed 
(to understate the case), they want 
to know the reasons for paint fail- 
ure «o they can prevent more of 
the same. 


Quite often the fault lies with 


the paint itself, and with the owner 
who selects a cheap grade of paint 
to save money. Most manufactur- 
ers make at least two grades of 
paint. To^buy the cheaper grade is 
often a.waste of money, and the 
saving involved is slight. 


If the fault isn't inherent in the 


paint, moisture is usually the vil- 
lain in this melodrama, as you 
will see. 


It can be moisture generated by 


everyday housekeeping activities. 
Adequate ventilation and moisture 
barriers built into the walls put 
this demon out of action. 


It can be dampness that seeps 


into the house around 
fittings, 


window sashes, etc. Caulking will 
take care of a lot of it.

spaces under basementless houses 
knock out another source of damp- 
ness. 


Other causes of paint failure 


are: Painting over damp surfaces, 
using paint that forms a hard, brit- 
tle film, not giving undercoats suf- 
ficient time to dry, improper mix- 
ing of paint and careless applica- 
tion. 


Blistering and peeling is one type 


of paint failure. This is caused by 
moisture behind the paint film.

Alligatoring js another type of 


failure. It is so-called because the 
painted surface resembles an alli- 
gator's scales.

It 
may be caused by a faster-drying 
paint over a slower-drying one, 01 
by a soft undercoat which wasn't 
allowed time enough to dry, or by 
an undercoat that had too much 
oil or thinner in it and so was un- 
able to dry. It is necessary to re- 
move alligatoring- with a scraper 
before sanding and repainting. 


Checking is like alligatoring in 


a lesser degree. It is a network of 
fine hair lines on the very surface 
of the outer coat, and is caused 
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Flush Drain 


Drain in kitchen sink should be 


kept clear by flushing with very 
hot water after every dishwash- 
ing. If U should get stopped up 
wfth grease, pour potash into the 
drain. It makes soft soap of the 
material which then pops down 
with hot. water. Avoid caustic soda 
because it makes hard soap.

Jn addition to the conventional 


galvanized tubs, there are those 
which are conveniently mounted on 
movable stands and equipped with 
self-dram outlets. Either type may 
be used. 


Just fill the tub with cold water 


and put the clothes to soak for 
about 15 minutes. But remember 
this: Prolonged soaking sets the 
dirt right bark into the fabric, 
whereas a 15-mmute soaking will 
open the fibers and loosen the soil. 
For restoring white sheets, towels 
and the like, it might be well to 
add a household bleach to the cold 
water.

Yugoslavia Sees Survival Lies in 


More Freedom From Force 


Communism, as distinguished from socialism, is rooted 


in force. Especially is production, whether on the farm, in 
the factory, or in the mine, governed by force. 


Because the Communist state also puts totalitarian con- 


trol in the hands of a powerful few, you are not likely to hear 
serious internal criticism of enforced plans, or admission of 
'weaknesses in the system. Least of all are you likely to wit 
ness backsliding: on the use of force. 


World observers therefore see as intensely dramatic 


the disclosure that Communist Yugoslavia is planning to do 
just that—give up the club of compulsion in industry. Some 
feel this is the most important development in that country 
since Tito broke with Moscow. 


Yugoslavia intends to replace its system of forced pro- 


duction with old-fashioned capitalist incentive production. 


This doesn't mean giving up the basic socialist feature 


that underlies communism—control of industry by govern- 
ment. Plants will remain where they are, in the hands of 
government-sponsored workers' cooperatives, to which man- 
agement is responsible. 


Said one Yugoslav: "We are going to try capitalism 


without capitalists." 


Roughly translated, that means they are going to let 


industry make what profits it can on its own, and then tax 
earnings progressively, as capitalist nations do. Right now 
Tito's government in effect taxes business in advance, using 
rigid formulas based on estimates of desired—not actual— 
production levels. 


No reason to imagine Tito is hereby initiating a trend. 


The Soviet Union, though it often has made concessions to 
the need for incentives, is too heavily committed to the idea 
of forced output to back off. China probably is in the same 
fix. 
And the satellites have no choice. 
With Yugoslavia it is different. Fringed by hostile lands, 


the Yugoslavs cannot enjoy the luxury of testing Commu- 
nist theory over several decades. They are fighting for life, 
economically, politically, every way. They must be practical, 
above all. 


It is here, in the zone of the practical, that they have 


seen communism break down. Their system of force has 
failed on three counts: it has stirred resistance that blocks 


; economic progress, it has brought government inefficiency 
•.and bureaucracy, and it has not done the fundamental job of 
increasing production. 


So, emboldened by their peril, the Yugoslavs are ventur- 


'. ing to cast off, one by one. the shackles that make other 
Communist nations prisoners of their own infirmities. First 
Tito stopped collectivizing the farms. Now he plans a freer 
role for industry. 


Who knows? In a few years Yugoslavia may look more 


' like partly socialized Britain than like Russia, the Commu- 
• nist fatherland it now spurns. In this boiling crucible where 
! the struggle for men's minds is hottest, new elements of free- 


dom are rising to the surface.-Free men everywhere can take 
heart.

; aid," he said, "will come largely from those who have re-

Experienced ranchers, Wright continued, believe in a 


. free market. 
That is why they believe Secretary Benson 


; should have the support of every American: farmer, business 
• man, or machine tool maker. 
; 
"At the moment, Secretary Benson is under attack by 


• organized mischief makers who want to prevent any basic 
' re-examination of our national farm policy. A part of this 
; attack on him has been the charge that in continuing dairy 
. supports at 90 per cent of parity for a year ... he was being

• in America should understand it. Under existing law, basic

CIO - AFL Reunion Is Possible* But Experts View It Unlikely 


WASHINGTON--(NKA)—The remote possibility of a 


reunion between American Kederation of Labor 
and 


Congress of Industrial Oiganixations has set some of 
the older heads among Washington Industrial relations 
experts thinking. 
They want to see what it involves. 


Would it be a good thins for the general public inter- 
est? Or bad? 


In the first place, there is considerable doubt as to 


whether AFL and CIO Icadeis really want merger. 
A 


conference between committees of leaders from the two 
big organizations has been scheduled for April 7. 
But 


this is an old subject. 
]f nothing happens, nobody will 


be surprised. 


If the late CIO president, Phil Murray, and his di- 


rector of organization, Allan Haywood, had lived, it is 
believed that something might have come of the labor 
peace talks. 
With Walter Keuther of the auto workers 


now heading CIO and David .1. .jitcDonald heading the 
steel workers, there may be less interest. 


In a, way. the big labor union organizations have 


been needled into this peace talk by employers who have 
been caught in the middle of jurisdirtional disputes. But 
the records indicate there are just as many rival union 
fights within AFL and CIO as there are between them. 


Organic unity wouldn't end junsdictional raiding by 


the auto workers upon the steel workers, the plumbers 
upon the boilermakers, or vice versa.

TWO IMPORTANT OBSTACLES TO UNITY 


Obstacles to organic unity are many. Personal riv- 


alry of officials is a big one. 
When two organizations 


merge, one officer in each organization will have to give 
up his job. 


The handicap of having one organization too big to 


handle is not insignificant. 
When there are two competi- 


tive organizations, they are both on their toes. One big 
monopoly might become fat, lazy and more corrupt than 
two. 


The idea that there can be no unity between an or- 


ganization of craft unions like the AFL and the indus- 
trial. mass-production-industry type of union like the CIO 
is now discounted. It is pointed out that the huge team- 
sters' union is now much like an industrial union, but it 
is perfectly at home in the American federation of craft 
Unions. 


Over a number of years, however, this difference be- 


tween craft and industrial unions may have considera- 
ble hearing on future relations between AFL and CIO. 


It is pointed out that the period of an almost annual 


wage increase for U. S. labor, which has gone on with- 
out interruption for the last 20 years, may eventually 
come to an end. Furthermore, the field of pensions and 
fringe benefits has now been pretty well exhausted in 
collective bargaining agreements with the two major 
labor organizations. 


If a business recession of any kind should set in. with 


some unemployment and a clown-grading of labor con- 
tract terms, the relative positions of the two major or- 
ganizations might undergo considerable change. 


OF LABOR PARTY IS RK.MOTK 


An AFL craft union card has a certain value in it- 


self. 
It signifies that the holder has undergone an ap- 


prenticeship, learned a trade and is a qualified journey 
man. He needs no other credential than his card to go 
get a job anywhere in his trade. 


A CIO card does not always have the same value. 


Skilled mechanics and janitors in an auto plant or a tire 
factory hold the same card in one big union. Only their 
job classifications are different, for payroll purposes. 


In case of considerable unemployment, the value of 


an industrial union card declines. 
There is less incen- 


tive for an industrial union member to keep his dues paid 
up than there is for a craft union man to keep his stand- 
ing. 


What happens to the two types of unions under these 


circumstances is a matter of conjecture. 
But the first 


conclusion is that the craft union will have a better 
chance of survival than the industrial union. And in this 
situation the merger of the industrial type of union into 
a craft union organization becomes likelier. 


One other long-range possibility is that in a period 


of business recession and above-normal unemployment, 
the programs of the labor movement will become more 
and more political in nature. 
This would be a natural 


development for labor union leaders in their effort to 
find some new appeal to hold their membership together. 


Some labor leaders are known to have in the back 


of their minds the desire to launch a labor party. Others 
want no part of it. Right now the prospects for a U. S. 
labor party as a national rather than a local political 
organization seem more remote than at any time since 
the depression. 
Everybody is too prosperous. 
Labor 


politics, like labor unity, would have best prospects in 
adversity.

weren't all equally necessary or 
useful. Declarer picked the right 
suit by the process of elimination. 


The spade finesse was not as 


necessary as a finesse in the other 
suits. There was a distinct possi- 
bility that the queen of spades 
might fall under the ace or king 
even if no finesse were taken. De- 
clarer therefore rejected a finesse 
in that suit. 


Declarer considered a diamond 


finesse more carefully, but reject- 
ed it likewise. A successful dia- 
mond finesse would do no particu- 
lar good unless East happened to 
have a doubleton king of dia- 
monds. In any other situation, one 
successful 
finesse 
in 
diamonds 


would give South no advantage 
over no finesse at all. 


In clubs, there is a clearcut ad- 


vantage in taking a finesse of com* 
dnd. A correct guess gives South a 
club trick, whereas South cannot 
make a club trick by leading th« 
suit from his own hand. 


Acting on this reasoning, de- 


clarer led a club from dummy 
and successfully guessed the play 
of the jack from his hand. This 
orced out West's ace, and the rest 
of the hand was easy. Declarer 
could easily ruff the second round 
of hearts, cash the top spades and 
<nock out the king of diamonds. 


Since the diamonds broke 3-3,

It was 
a new technique 
for freezing pic 
crust. Crusts are 
simply rolled out 
flat, each one be 
ing ?i to 1 inch 


larger than the outer rim of pie 
pan you will use. Place these roll- 
ed-out crusts on a cookie 4sheet to 
freeze, separating each layer with 
a double fold of freezer cellophane. 
Store them in a large "turkey- 
size" polyethylene bag at one end 
of the freezer. 


Making crusts flat this way does 


not take up much freezer space. 
They are not likely to get broken 
up when stacked together either, 
and they are ready to use within 
minutes after being taken from the 
freezer. Freezing increases the 
flakiness of pastries, you know. 


Try this quick trick and see'how 


you like it. It certainly would save 
lots of space in a freezer. 


Miss Houston demonstrated the 


use of one of the 
flat 
pastry 


sheets. They separate easily with 
folds of cellophane between. The 
flat sheet was placed on a bread 
board and pricked full of holes, 
using fork tines. While the pricking 
is going on, it gives the crust a 
good chance to thaw slightly. It 
becomes soft enough to mold to 
the back of an aluminum pie pan. 
Use the benefit of the heat of the 
hands to assist in molding this 
frozen crust to outside shape of 
the pan. You may find, as many 
do, that shaping a pie shell to out- 
side seems to give less puffing 
and less shrinkage. 


If some pricks have disappeared 


in molding process, go back and 
•cnew them and add a few more 
for good measure. Trim the outer 
edge with a knife and place crust 
n a pre-heated oven of 450 dcg. 
for g-10 minutes. 


Fill this cooled crust with 


favorite filling. 


Cooking Frozen 
Vegetables 


Many, homemakers still do not 


realize that frozen vegetables re- 
quire considerable less cooking 
time than fresh vegetables. 


In order to preserve food value 


and texture, it is important that 
frozen vegetables be cooked »i to 
;j of the time required for fresh 
vegetables. A minimum of water 
should be used and care taken not 
to overcook. 


Frozen vegetables are just as 


satisfactory started in cold water 
as in boiling water. The latter has 
been recommended up to now—but 
manufacturers are changing those 
directions. There is no difference 
in loss of food value. 


One-quarter to '2 cup of water 


is all that is needed to cook many 
frozen vegetables. You may use 
even less. Try to use minimum 
amounts. Amount of moisture is 
determined by types of pans used 
and their covers. 


Oven Cooking 


Many homemakers like to serve 


oven meals on Sunday or on wash- 
day. It is important to have a 
vegetable—and it can be a frozen 
one just as well as not. 


Use a covered casserole: into it 


put a frozen block of vegetable 
along with 2 T. of butter and 11. of 
salt. Cover the casserole and cook 
in an oven of 325 to 375 cleg., de- 
pending on temperature you are 
using for any other foods in the 
oven. 


In 30-15 minutes, depending on 


the vegetable, it is adequately 
cooked. This casserole type of 
oven-prepared vegetable has ex- 
cellent flavor, texture and ap- 
pearance. There is no water to 
drain off and so all nutrients are 
retained.

Here are a few common vege- 


tables and length of baking time 
required to cook them with an 
oven meal. These are for one box 
of frozen vegetable: 


Asparagus cuts or spears, 45-50 


minutes. 


Corn, whole kernel, 25-30 min- 


utes. 


Green beans, cut. 40-45 minutes. 
Green peas. C5-40 minutes. 
Spinach, 35-10 minutes. 
Lima beans, small, 45-50 min- 


utes. (Add !i cup of water to cas- 
serole.) 


Succotash, 45-50 minutes. 
Peas and carrots, 40-45 minutes. 
Make Own White Sauce Mix 
A new mix that you can make 


at home can take the lumps and 
the trouble out of making white 
sauce. You can make a quart of 
mix at a time and store it in the 
refrigerator to be used as needed. 
Use the mix to make thin, medium 
or thick white sauce. 


Here is how you make it: Blend 


two cups noiifat dry milk solids, 
1 cup all-purpose flour and 1 cup 
(li pound) butter or margarine. 
Work the mixture with a pastry 
blender or a fork until it is like 
fine crumbs. Store in a covered 
container in the refrigerator. 


When you want to_ make cream 


sauce, put the mix irito a pan and 
add cold water or other cold liquid 
and stir. Cook over low heat, with 
constant stirring, until thickened 
and smooth. Season and serve. 


For thin Wi.ite sauce, 'use 'i cup 


mix to 1 cup water; for medium 
sauce, use ]i cup mix to 1 cup 
water; for thick sauce, use »i cup 
mix to one cup water. Pack the 
mix firmly in the cup when meas- 
uring. 


You can use tomato juice, stock 


or whole milk instead of water in 
the sauce. Herbs, sauted onion, 
parsley, cheese 
or hard-cooked 


eggs can be added for variety and 
llavor.

ATLANTIC CITY Cf> — Sudden 


death from accidental stoppage of 


a healthy heart during a. surgical 


operation eventually may be elim- 


inated by a new electrical stimu- 


lating technique, a Harvard doctor 
said today. 


Dr. Paul Zoll said that possi-

War on 'Left-Wingers'

WASHINGTON (.*»- Republicar 


National Chairman Leonard W 
Hall was at war today with "lef 
wingers" he said are firing a 
President 
Eisenhower and Con 


grcss as a prelude to next year's 
congressional election battle. 


Hall, unanimously elected chair 


man by the GOP committee Fri 
day to succeed C. Wesley Roberts 
who resigned, told his party col 
leagues not to expect any "over 
night miracles." 


It will take a long time, the new 


chairman said, to bring the Ei 
senhower program into being, anc 
establish the Republicans as 
true majority party that can elect 
a president in 1956—preferably Ei- 
senhower again. 


Talk Not Clear 


Without making it clear whether 


he was talking exclusively about 
Democrats or also about some Re- 
publicans, Hall told the nationa 
committee: 


"The left wing has only begun 


to snipe at him (Eisenhower), to 
take pot shots at Congress and to 
insinuate its deadly philosophy of 
defeatism into the American life 
again. No, the left wing has not 
been vanquished. It has only lost 
a battle. 


"It will use every technique at 


its command — misrepresentation, 
infiltration, penetration, deception 
and distortion to have its way." 


Eisenhower, who chatted briefl> 


with the committee members at 
the White House, had preserved 
public silence throughout the se- 
lection of Hall, boomed primarily 
by House Speaker Martin of Mas- 
sachusetts. 
But it was common 


knowledge that Hall had been 
gested as a competent man by 
the President, with whom he trav- 
eled during: last year's presiden- 
tial campaign. 


West Protest's 


Some Westerners protested in 


effectively against the choice of a 
New Yorker, but they acceded to 
the President's •views. 


Hall, 52. served 14 years in Con 


gress and is a former chairman 
of the GOP Congressional Cam 
paign Committee, which assists 
the election of -Republican House 
members. 


Instead of campaigning for re- 


election last fall, he nought and 
won election as a surrogate, or 
judge of wills, in Nassau county. 
Long Island. He said he will quit 
this $30,000 a year job and will 
take no salary as GOP chairman, 
relying for income on his law firm 
at Oyster Bay on Long Island. 


Roberts was paid at the rate of 


$32,500 a year for the less than 
three months he was chairman. He 
resigned after a Kansas legislative 
committee ruled he violated at 
least the spirit of .the state anil- 
lobbying law in helping to sell a 
hospital to the stale.

gusted with the business manage- 
ment of the armed services." He 
.said he was confident the new sec- 
retary of the army, Robert Stev- 
ens, would get results in his de- 
pal tment. 


Byrd's remarks giew out of a 


senate armed services subcommit- 
tee inquiry which has revealed 
there was no real ammunition 
production in this country until 
two years after the Korean War 
began. 


Testimony has been given that 


during this two-year period, the 
army used reserve stocks left over 
from World War II and seriously 
depleted these stocks in certain 
types of shells. 


Little Confidence 


Byrd said Friday that, if the 


military leaders "conducted every- 
thing as they have this ammuni- 
tion shortage, 
the country can 


lave no confidence of security." 
Byrd followed this up in his inter- 
view by saying there was some ex- 
cuse for failure to get ammunition 
production going in the first six 
months of the war. He conceded 
at that time there was a general 
feeling the war would be a short 
one. 


Then he added: "But after the 


Chinese Communists entered the 
war in November, 1950, there was 
no excuse anywhere. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur himself warned 'this is 
a new war.'"
